In art, 
history, commerce, and in natu¬ 
ral resources, Kentucky stands 
well forward. 

A State of noble traditions and 
rich in storied memories of great 
deeds ami great men, it has seen 
tit to subordinate these in some 
degree to matters of more present 
moment, dooming it advisable to 
show the world not so much what 
Kentucky has done, as what it is 
doing and Clin do. Without any 
abandonment of those social fea¬ 
tures which have made her famous 
for open-hearted hospitality. Ken¬ 
tucky yet shows that she stands 
second to no locality m her com¬ 
mercial opportunities, nor the re¬ 
wards she lias tootTer to individual 
effort rightly applied.

bacco tdunt, from its growth to its 
manufacture into finished products 
which l)ring roseate drenms to the 
consumer ot Hie "philosophic 
weed." And, of course, there are 
illustruliom* of w hat can he dune 
with rye uud corn, without which 
a Kentucky display would be in¬ 
complete. 

Kentucky's display of clay in tbs 
Palace of Mines and Metallurgy is 
in itself a wonder-world. To him 
who has imagined that clay was 
used simply to make churns and 
jugH, this exhibit is a revelation. 
It is a liberal education in cera¬ 
mics. aud in the utilitarian usee of 
bumble material in building, fire¬ 
proofing uud iu art pottery. The 
rock quarries in operation, and the 
display of (runnel coal, in the sume 
building, further attest the riches 
t hut liu beneath t he surface of (lie 
"dark and bloody ground." 

The Kentuckian visiting the fair 
should not fail to take cognizance 
of these things, not to bear witness 
to what his State in doing in the 
way of education and tirL In the 
Palace of Education is shown the 
development of the public school 
system of Louisville through a pe¬ 
riod of 115 year*, and no less in¬ 
teresting the progress that has 
been made in the mnniud nnd lit¬ 
erary education of the blind, as 
exemplified in the work of the 
pupils of the Kentucky School for 
the blind. 

Testifying to the artistry of the 
State, and showing that its worth 
has won recognition from tin- mas¬ 
ters. are several pieces of statunry 
by Kentucky sculptors, which are 
incorporated in the decorations of 
the main buildings of tho fair.I 
Notable among these is a beautiful

Tiik State Hoard of Health sends 
out a circular litter warning the 
people to take every precaution 
agninst an epidemic of typhoid 
fever. People are especially warned 
to screen out llios, or where this 
cannot be effectively done to keep 
all food covered up so that these 
l»est may not come in contact with 
it. There were |.'l,.'M»T» cases of ty¬ 
phoid fever in Kentucky last year, 
and 1,670 deaths resulted. The 
cost of caring for those sick of it, 
to say nothing of the sorrow, suf¬ 
fering and loss of life, for the year, 

ia reported at 9003,7 40. The Hoard 

•lates that the disease is eat'ly 
prevented if the people will guard 
against Hies and drink pure water. 
Where a person contracts the dis¬ 
ease the Hoard recommends that 
chloride of lime, eight ounces to 
the gallon of water, be freely used 
in the sick room in vessels. The 
sick room should be screened, and 
all bed clothing or that of the body 
to be treated by a solution of tha 
chloride of lime. The circular is 
too lengthy to publish entire, but 
may be had for distribution by ap¬ 
plication to the Hoard at Howling 
Green.
